Geath of 6-year-old Hyman Tropp, of 46 
Armstrong street, by kicking him in the 
stomach, George Shia, a small Syrian 
boy, was yesterday afternoon placed 
in the children's ward at the police sta- 
ition. After less than an hour he was re- 

‘eased because of the lack of sufficient 
proof to connect him witn the death. 

On Tuesday afternoon, in his usual] 
health, littlhe Hyman Tropp ate his din- 
ner and went out to play with his 
friends. In a short time the child rushed 
into the house, and running to his 
mother cried, “The boy killed me! He 
kicked me.”’ 

Before the child could say anything 
more he sank to the floor at his mother’s 
feet and never spok® again. 

Believing that the child was very 11], 
his parents had him taken to the hos- 
pital, and at 8 o'clock little Hyman 
breathed his last. The doctors announced 
that the cause of his death was acute 
nephritis, not having been told anything 
about the blow which the boy seems to 
have received. The child had been suf- 
fering for some time with kidney trouble 
and had been attended by Drs. Samuels 
and Armetad. It was thought by the 
physicians that the death of the child 
wae the culmination of this disease and 
no examination was made to discover , 
possible bruises.

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Estimates of the cost of sending all 


of the national guard of Georgia to the 
coming encampment at Chickamauga na- 
tional park forten days were completed 
yesterday by Colonel A. J. Scott, as- 
sistant adjutant general, and will be for- 
warded at once to the war department 


by Governor Terrell. 

It is estimated that it will cost $30,000 
to pay all the expenses of giving the 
Georgia troops a ten days’ tour of duty. 
This includes transportation, subsistence 
and pay af the men, as well as all other 
expenses incident to the encampment, 

These estimates cover something more 
than 3,000 officers and men. The com- 
panies to go into camp will be held down 
to alow maximum, and men will not be 
allowed to enlist just before the ‘encamp- 
ment simply for the purpose of getting 
a summer's frolic, as has frequently been 
the case in the past. It is the purpose 
of the military authorities to send to 
camp particularly those men who have 
been for some time in the service and 
who expect to remain with it, as the 
work to be done will be of most value to 
thes¢ 

Under the proposed plan now for the 
Georgia troops it is intended to divide 
them into two sectftons of about 1,500 
each, giving one section the ten days 
from August | to 10, and the other sec- 
tion from August 10 to-20, enabling all 
of them to return to their homes in time

RETURNS BY THE WIRE LINES. 


Western Union and Southern Bell 
Submit Figures on Values 
for Taxation. 

The annua! tax returns of the Southern 
Bell Telephone Company and the West. 
ern Unton Telegraph Company were 
made to Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright yesterday. Both show increases, 
but have not as yet been accepted. 

The total return of the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company, including physical 
property and franchises in Georgia, is 
$1,324,399, an increase of $237,519 over 
the return for 1905. The company’s 
franchise, which is Included in the fore- 
going figure, Is returned thig year at 
$226,023, as against $214,527 last year. 
In addition to ad valorem taxeg on this 
return the telephone company is re- 
quired by law to pay a sufficient amount 
to make its total taxes paid the state 
equivalent to 2% per cent on its gross 
income. This gross income is not furnish» 
ed unti] the end of the fiscal year. In 
ks returns the Bell Telephone Company 
states thaf last year it lost $248,000, 
while this year it has a net income in 
Georgia of $319,138. 

The total returns of the Western Uniton 
Telegraph Company for 1906 are $895,- 
870.66, as against $871,553.30 for 1905, 
showing a total increase of $24,317.36. 
The telegraph company’s franchise is re- 
turned this year at $280,954.94, showing 
the large and unexpected increase over 
the franchise return of 1905 of $5.21. 

With the exception of the Seaboard Air 
line and the Atlantic and Birmingham 
practically all of the large railroads and 
other corporations have made their tax 
reTurns to the state for 1906.
